President Roosevelt’s influence on

123 Counties in Mississippi 
Valley Suffer Losses, 
Survey Reveals. 


WASHINGTON, June 25.~7)— 
Spring floods took a crop toll in 
seven Mississippi valley states. 

The Farm Administration, survey- 
ing damages from swollen rivers, said 
123 counties suffered in Missouri, Ar- 
kansas, Colofado, Illinois and Kansas, 


not to mention heavy destruction in 
Oklahoma and Nebraska for which 
country reports were unavailable. 

In Missouri, the AAA report said, 
19 per cent of the wheat crop and 9 
per cent of the corn was lost. 

Arkansas was estimated to have 
lost a half-million acres of cotton and 
other crops. 

The announcement said flood dam- 
age could not be compared with the 
severity of the 1934 drouth. In Mad- 
ison county, Illinois, for example, the 
AAA said, 1,000 acres of wheat were 
destroyed by high water, but flood 
damage for the entire county was only 
10 per cent. Damage to wheat in the 
25 flood counties of Illinois was re- 
ported at 14.3 per cent.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—(4)— 
The long-fought Wagner-Connally la-| 
bor disputes bill neared final con- 
gressional approval today with a 
complete agreement by house and sen- | 
ate. conferees. 

The conference agreement probably 
will be called up in the senate tomor- 
row and sent to the house for final 
action before nightfall. As it is one | 
of the key measures on President 
Roosevelt's legislative program his 
approval is assured.

MOSLEM AID RUMORS 
DENIED BY ETHIOPIA. 
ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia, June 


25.—4)—Ethiopia today curtly re- 
jected an Italian protest that the em- 
pire was absorbing the sultanate of 
Jimma,. at the same time that her for- 
eign minister denied reports that 
Moslem aid had been sought against 
Italy. 

The reply to Italy termed her com- 
munication regarding Jimma “non- 
pertinent” and “objectless,”” since Ji:n- 
ma had always ‘been an integral part 
of the empire, administered by the cen- 
tral government like other provinces. 

Italy’s representations, made June 
“took cognizance’ of Italian treat- 
ies concluded directly with Sultan 
Abba JdJiffar. Ethiopia replied that 
Italian interests in Jimma and other 
provinces were governed exclusively 
by Italo-Ethiopian treaties, application 
of which the central government. had 
and would assure. 

Commenting on published reports 
that Emperor Haile Selassie had hint- 
ed at Moslem help in case of war with 
Italy, the Ethiopian foreign minister, 
Belatengueta Herouy, said the emper- 
or merely said such aid had not 
been requested, referring to friendly 
relations with the Hejaz and Yemen 
and Ethiopia's religious freedom. 


Herouy said he considered the re- 
ports propaganda intended to create 
the impression that Ethiopia was try- 
ing to incite Mohammedan subjects of 
Italy to -rebel, asserting “Ethiopia 
neither has made any such attempt or 
desires to make it.’
